For the first time, it is believed, 
the centre of a typhoon has passed 
directly over Shangbsi and that, 
slthough the gradients were ro- 
markably steep, it had not de- 
veloped -dangerous: force is.

the city itself from grest devaste- 
tion. Fortunately, ‘the typhoon 
landed considerably.to the south, 
at Hangohow, and ite journey 
overland robbed it of what force 
it originally may have porseesed 
vo that, when it strack Shanghai, 
the eqaalls were not of. sufficient 

intenbity todo. much damage. 
Although the exact centre pace- 
ed somewhere between Shanghai 


and the Saddles, it wee sufficiently:
